ROTC: 

General  Authorities  have 
suggested  that  we  do  not  enlist 
unless  there  is  no  other  alternative. 
Furthermore,  I find  the  ROTC 
suppression  of  the  Y Center  table 
on  Volunteer  Army  petitions 
directly  counter  to  the  statements 
of  the  First  Presidency  in  1945 
against  the  draft. 

I do  not  see  militarism  as  the  best 
patriotism.  Our  image  is  not  good 
except  among  materialists  and 
hawkish  WASPS.

GRADES 

Editor: 

Inasmuch  as  it  has  been  my 
pleasure  to  face  nearly  one 
twentieth  of  the  student  body  in 
Physics  100  this  school  year  and 
particularly  since  final  grades  will 
soon  be  issued  I wish  to  make  some 
comments  about  grades. 

As  I have  explained  to  the  class,  I

thoroughly  disagree  with  the 
practice  that  is  customarily  called 
“grading  on  the  curve”  whereby 
assigned  percentages  of  the  class 
receive  the  various  grades.  Instead, 
I have  strongly  advocated  that  the 
teacher  of  a large  class  determine 
the  performance  of  the  class  on  a 
numerical  scale  that  is  hnear  (e.g., 
twice  as  many  points  represents  a 
performance  twice  as  good),  using 
whatever  criteria  he  thinks  most 
appropriate,  and  that  he  also 
determine  the  dividing  point  on  the 
scale  between  passing  and  failing 
(who  should  know  better  than  he), 
but  that  from  there  on  the 
assignment  of  grades  be  done  in  a 
uniform  way  for  all  large  classes  of 
the  entire  university  (with  some 
possible  exceptions  such  as  P.E. 
classes)  by  assigning  the  various 
grades  to  equal  portions  of  the 
scale  regardless  of  how  many 
students  receive  a particular  grade. 
The  width  of  the  scale  portion  for 
each  grade  would  be  adjusted  to 
yield  a predetermined  grade-point 
average  for  the  passing  members  of 
the  class.  For  a very  large  class  of  an 
introductory  course  numbered  in 
the  100-199  range  I have 
recommended  that  a grade-point 
average  of  2.3  be  applied  and  this  is 
what  I used  in  determining  the 
grade  distribution  in  my  Physics 
1 00  class  last  fall. 

It  is  true  that  in  this  manner  the 
individual  grades  of  the  passing 
students  became  normalized  to  the 
performance  of  the  rest  of  the 
class.  However,  unless  some  sort  of 
normalization  is  done  much  of  the 
possible  meaning  of  the  grade  is 
sacrificed.  Similarly,  meaningful 
information  is  lost  and  serious 
injustice  is  done  to  some  students 
when  each  teacher  uses  his  own 
formula  in  assigning  the  letter 
grades.

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Development  Director 
To  Seek  Doctorate 


Raymond  E.  Beckham,  director 
of  development  at  Brigham  Young 
University  and  president  of  the 
BYU  First  Stake  of  the  LDS 
Church,  has  been  granted  a leave  of 
absence  from  the  university  during 
the  1969-70  year,  according  to 
President  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson. 

Mr.  Beckham,  who  has  been 
development  director  since 
January  of  1966  and  acting 
director  for  18  months  prior  to 
that  time,  will  pursue  doctoral 
study  in  the  field  of 
communications. 

Working  with  university  and 
Church  officials,  he  organized  the 
present  University  Development 


Program  which  started  in  January, 
1966.  In  a recent  report  to  the 
National  Development  Council  at 
its  annual  meeting  in  Salt  Lake 
City,  Mr.  Beckham  reported  that 
more  than  $20  million  in  assets  had 
been  received  by  the  university 
during  the  past  40  months  as  gifts 
from  friends  and  alumni  of  the 
university. 

Mr.  Beckham  first  joined  the 
BYU  administrative  staff  in  1949 
as  assistant  director  of  the 
Extension  Division.  In  this  position 
he  organized  the  BYU  Evening 
School  and  the  Department  of 
Travel  Studies.  He  later  was 
appointed  as  director  of  public 
services  for  the  university.
